L. 398. ErcocOy] ErquUoy Arquten^ and by others Erroct^ 
Ethiop. It is a fca.-port town of Ethiopia on the Red fea, near tlic 
Perfian ocean, with a fine harbour, and a very good trade, and was 
the utmoft boundary of thc.vaft Abylfinian empire, to the north- 
cuft of Africa. 

JL. 399. Mombazaj"] Mcnbeza, w Mombazza; Arab. For 
this, and fcvcral cities on that coall, were built by a colony of the 
Arabs, who, about W. D. 930, fettled a trade there, A rery large" 
and wealthy city, having a good trade, and is the capital of a fmaJl 
kingdom of the fame name, in a little iiland, twelve jniles in com- 
jiafs ; fevcnty miles from Melind, 150 leagues from Quiloa, near 
the line, in the eaflern ocean ; fubjeA to the emperor of Ethiopia 
in Zangucbar, but very fruitful and populous.

L. 400. Sofala,'] Sophala, Zophala ; Ethiop. A petty kBgdom- 
Jut Lower EtJjiophia, between the river Magnice on the fouln, and 
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Of Congo, and Angola fartheft fontk ; 

Or thence from Niger flood to Atlas mount, 

The kingdoms of Almanfor, Fez and S us, 

the river Guana to the north ; fo called from Sofala, the capital of 
it, which is fituated in a little ifland upon the Ethiopick ocean. It 
is foppoied by ibme to be the Ophir (Heb. r/cb ; becaufe it abound* 
cdi^ gold) pearls, ivory, peacocks, &c. See a Chron. viii. i8.) 
to which king Solomon fent his fleet ; from the abundance of gold, 
and other ridi commodities of it..

L. 401. C00J9'] Ethiop. It is a vad country, called by ibme 
Lrwtr GmneMj which has part ef Negroland on the north, Ethio- 
pia on the eaft, Caffraria on the ibuth, the ocean and Guinea on 
the weft, and lies on the weftem fliore of Africa in the Lower E- 
thiopia; & called from the capital city. Others call it Mani" 
Cn^t, t c. the frovincc of Congo. 

Hud. Angola.'] Ethiop. The ancient and true name of it was 
^n$Mi^,< and the people were called Amhondrs; t'iU one of their 
princes, called Mam^Angola, i. e. the governor of AngoU, al)out 
460 years ago, with the afllfhince of the Portuguete, fubdued 
msxi petty neighbouring kings, and made himfelf folc monarch of 
them.
